head belief. The cleansing blood, a 
true heart knowledge of God is the 
only remedy. Yea it is sure there is 
safety, there is protection, there is 
certainty, there is a perfect knowledge 
of being S-A-V-E-D to the uttermost. 

Is there then, a possibility of rest- 
ing in a partial salvation? yes, partial 
salvation is the glorious anteroom to 
the King’s chamber of full salvation 
in the royal palace of redemption. 
The washing of regeneration by the 
blood makes ready the soul for the 
renewing of the Holy Ghost, Never 
never is a soul fully recovered from 
sin in this life until it is delivered 
from inherent defilement of sin in the 
soul, and when this is obtained it is 
saved from all sin, not from the power 
to sin, or the possibility of sinning 
but from the actual presence of sin 
in the soul which does not destroy 
the power to sin, but does put us 
where we do not desire to sin, yea 
where there is joy in refusing to touch 
any unclean thing. The probability of 
sinning is reduced to almost nothing. 
The Bible sinless perfection by the 
blood cure for sin in the soul is a per- 
fectly purified heart from the germ of 
all sin, leaving no lust for the things 
of the world. I do not say it is not 
possible for a pure heart to become 
again defiled, but I do say it is hard- 
ly probable. The question may be ask- 
ed, why doesn’t God cleanse the soul 
from . interior — sin simultaneously 
when he pardons its guilt? There may 
be many reasons for this, there may 
be an impossibility in the condition 
of the soul under sin which makes 
this order of salvation necessary. The 
moral darkness of the soul under sin 
is such that it is incapable of under- 
standing both its guilt and deformity 
at one and the same time. God does 
not deal violently with souls, first he 
reveals its guilt under the law, then 
when that soul has accepted the grace 
which makes it free from the condem-
